LONDON DANCE GIRL DIES 


Rich Chinese Coneemed. 


“Mother, forgive me. The whole 
world is against me, and I really 
meantno harm.—” 


Soran the unfinished farewell 
note written by Freda Kempton, 
a young dsnoing instructress, on 
whom a verdict of suicide was re- 
turned at the Paddington Green 
Coroner's Court, London, last 
month. 

Home office’ experts testified 
that she had probably taken ten 
grains of cocaine hydrochloride. 
One grain could cause death. 


“Brilliant Chang,” a rich 

Chinese merchant and restaurant 
proprietor, was the central figuro 
in the proceedings. 
- He denied the evidence of Rose 
Heinberg, Frede’s companion, 
that he gave the dead girl 
cocaine, and that he edvised her 
it was only fatal when taken 
in water. 


The coroner advised tha jury 
that, whether they believed 
Heinberg or Chang, there was 
insufficient evidence for a ver- 
dict of manslaughter against the 
latter. 


Freda Kempton, 21, a dancing 
icstructress, died in convalsions 
in her rooms at, Westbourne- 
grove, Bayswater, on March 6. 


Cocaine was suspected, the 
coroner told the jury when the 
inquiry was first opened. The 
proceedings were twice adjourned 
to ensble the experts to complete 
their investigations. Evidence 
was given by Miss Rose Heinberg, 
a friend of the dead girl, in-which 
the name Chang (or “ Billy "} 
was mentioned. 


Mr. John Webster, St. Mary’s|, 


Hospital, Paddington, senior 
official analyst to tha HomeOffice, 
was the first witness. He said 
that three jars had been sub 
mitted to him containing the in- 
ternal organs of Freda Kempton. 

On anslysis of them be found 
alkaloid of cocaine present. In 
the stomach and itscontents were 
6.7 grains cocaine. 

Would that indicate that co- 
caine had been taken quite re- 
cently ?—Oh, yes. . 

Did you detect any other poi- 
son 2—No. 

Witness said he had also bad 
submitted tohim a tumbler and 
three glass poison phials. The 
tumbler was smeared with a 


‘powder which was white and 


found to be cocaine hydrochloride 
to the extent of one to two grains. 
Powderofa similar character was 
found in the phils. 

The Coroner: What is a fatal 
dose of hydrochloride of cocaine? 
—It is very uncertain in its 
action. One grain, or even less 
than one grain, has caused death. 


DR. SPILSDURY'S EVIDENCE. 


Dr. Bernard H. Spilsbury, the 
Home Office Pathologiat, waa the 
next witness. . He stated that 
after hearing Mr. Webster's 
evidence, be had formed the 
opinion that death was due to 
coma caused by acute cocaine 
poisoning. . 

The Coroner: In your opinion 
could one grain be snfficient. to 
cause death?—It coald. 


How long do you think a 
poisonous dose of say saven to 
ten grains-would take to act ?— 
It might cause death within two 
winotes. . 

You bave heard the quantity 
found in the organs hy Mr. 
Webster. Conld you say ap 
proximately what is the quantity 
Freda Kompton swallowed ?—It 
must have been e large dose, prob- 
ably more than ten grains. 


It bas been stated in evidence 


that she was told -that sniffing}. 


cocaine would not kil! ber, but 
swallowing it would. Sniffing 
cocaine has been known to kill” 
has it not?—~Yes. 0 

The Coroner: I seem to re- 
member a case held by ecolleague 
of mine in which sniffing did kill? 
—Yes, I have known of a case 
myself. 


So that itis by no means true 
lt is as well that the public 
should know—to say that sniffing 
will not kill ?—No. , 

There was 2 rtir of heightened 
interest in the court when the 
coroner mentioned the oame of 
the Chinaman Chang, otherwise 
known as “Billy.” . 

Chang-.was preseotin court- 
He wore a smart blue coat, with 
& heavy fur collar, a‘ well-cot 
lounge suit, zilk-sock« svd grey 
suede shoes, Mr. C. V. Hill anid 
that he was répresenting Chang. 


Mr. Hill. intimated that his 
client's English was somewhat 
indifferent, and in view of that he 
had arranged fer an interpreter. 

The Coroner: Would he onder. 
stand encugh English to give 
evidence?—On the whola I thick 
be would. 

The coroner decided that the 
avidence of the witness Heinberg 
should be read over for the benefit 
of Chang’s representative. 

Rose Heinberg,” recalled, 
was cross-examined by 
Hill on behalf of Chang. 
She said that she saw Freda 
write addresses in her diary. 
From what she had heard, Chang 
seemed to be very fond of Freda 
Kempten. : 

’ The Coroner-—Is that what you 
are going to call him, Mr. Hill? 

Mr. Bill—Yoesa, Brilliant Chang. 

Witness said she learned after 
Kempton’s death that Chang was 
the proprietor of the restaurant. 
He seemed fairly wealthy, and 
Freda told witness that he gave 
her (Freda) money on various 
occasions. She had & lot ot 
money from him. 

“Micky.” who introduced 
‘Chang to Freda, was employed 
ata night club. Witness knew 
the man called " Micky.” 


THE TELEPHONE WARNING. 


Witness and Freda had known 
Basil Heanessy for abouta year 
before Freda Kempton died. After 
tho death, he spoke to witness on 
the telephone, and told ber not to 
make any statement. The police 
took a’ statement from her a day 
or two Ister. Hennessy did not 
ses her inthe interval. . : 


Replying to Mr. Lloyd, for 
Hennessy, witness said that she 
was very, very much upset when 
Hoxnessy rang ber up, and hardly 
recollected whathe said. 

Mr. Lloyd: Didn't be say, 
‘Don’t make any statement, ex- 
cept to the police? ”—I cannot 
remember. 

He might have said that ?—He 
might have done. : 

In reply to the coroner, Mfr. 
Lloyd said he was instrocted that 
this was what Hennessy said. 

Chang when he entered the 
box was warned the coroner 
that anything he said might be 
used as evidence against him. 


He described himself as a 


‘general merchant and Admiralty 


contractor, and said'that Le had 
an office ‘a Leadenhall-street, in 
addition to being proprietor ‘of 
the restaurant in Regent-street. 

He met Freda Kempton about 
five weeks before her death. 
“Micky” introduced her. It was 
st the New Court Club. Another 
girl was with Freda, buthe did 
not remember who she was. 

Freda went back to Regeut- 
street. There were two men, and 
she followed them. Sha stayed 
at the restaurant for half an 
hoar, leaving at 6 a.m. 

The Coroner: What was Freda 
Kempton doing there at that hour, 
in the morning ?—She asked me 
for money. I gave her £5. 

Did you give her anything else 
but money, any bottles ?—No, 
sir, 

The witness said that be met 
Freda a few days later at the 
New Court Clab. She came 
again to his restaqrant, ace7m- 
panied by Rose Heinberg. . wo 
men were again present. Witness 
opened a bottle of port wine and 
all of them drank, 

Freda, stayed for half an bour. 
While there she came to his 
office to see about getting some 
Chinese Jamp-shades. She was 
with him for about ten minuter. 
He asked her to stay. 

The Coroner: Did she ask you 
for any drags or powder ?—~No. 

Did she ask you for any 
cocaine ?—No. , 

Chang said that Freda only 
asked him for the money to pay 
for a taxi-cab, . . 

He next saw Freda in her flat 
at Westbourne-grove a few daya 
Ister. She had roog him: up 
several times asking for money, 
and on this occasion the land- 
Indy rang up saying that Freda 
Kempton was ill, had beéo ordered 
expensive things by the doctor, 
and had no mmey. He was told 
that the doctor had stated that 
Freda was doping. 

The Coroner: Who told you 
that?—The landlady. She said 
Freda was very ifl. 

Did you understand what the 
dope was?—No, * 

Chang said he left £4 with the 


‘andlady -to be spent on Freda 


Kempton’s behalf, and that even: 
ing Freda rang him up and thank- 
ed bim, ssying she - was much 
better and was going to the New. 
Conrt.Club th: Aoek eet 
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Next night, said witness, he 
gave Freda Kempton £4 petsonal- 
Iv. and told her he could not give 
aby more money. 


Some time later, the Iandtady 
called on behalf of Freda Kemp- 
ton, and witness gave some 
money. Tho next night Freda’s 
mother called and asked for £6 
which witness gave. 

About two weeks vefore she 
died Freda came to his restaurant 
accompanied by a woman friend. 
This was about 4.30 in the morn- 
ing. She asked him for money, 
but fer nothing else. He gave her 
about £1. ne 

The last day he saw her was 
Sanday, March 5. Rose Heinberg 
was with her. They had met at 
the Forty-three Club and Freda 
called him to go out. The. three 
of them got into a taxi-cab, and 
they drove to his restaurant in 
Regent-street, where they rTe- 
mained about balf an hour. They 
bad some whisky and port. 

The Coroner>—Did Freda ask 
you for something else ?—Yes. 
She asked me for some playing 
cards. ‘ 


Didn't she ask you for some-}. 


thing to take ?—No. 

Have you ever heard of 
cocaine 2—I bave never had it. 

Have you ever heard of it?— 
I have heard somebody say 
cocaine, but I have never seen 
it, I have seen people 
smoke opium. : 

Have you never bad cocsine 
in your possession ?—No. 

Didn't you give some cocaine 
to Freda Kempton on that early 
Monday morning? 

“No, sir.” emphatically replied 
witness. 

Chang denied that be had ever 
before seen any of the three 
small phisls produced in court. 

The Coroner: This girl, Rose 
Heinberg, who was with bor, has 
said in the witness-bor that 
she heard Freds Kemp- 


ton ask you for cocaine ?—Freda 
Kempton never asked me. 

She (Rose Heinberg) said she 
saw you pass a bottle either green’ 
or blie to her ?—Freda Kempton 
never asked me for cocaine, nor 
did I give her any. 

The Coroner: It has beet said 
in evidence by Rose Hein>erg 


Ithat on the last occasion at your 


restanrant there had been some 
converzation regarding cocaine. 
Did you hear Freda Kempton aay, 
“Can you kill yourself by sniffing 


cocaine ?”—No, sir. She never’

Once agsin—and we hope the 
experience will baa lasting one~— 
Horgkoog is free of strike trou- 
bles, Yesterday witnessed a final 
settlement of the dispute between 
Inunch owners and emplojees 
which has for close on a fort- 
tight resolted in considerable 
interruption of the normal life of 
the Coloay. It was on the 18th. 
instant that the men came ont, 
and since then not only ‘bas 
shipping been hit by the strike, 
but ferry services have beep 
suspended in some cases and 
considerably reduced in others. 
However, the differences between 
the disputants have now been 
adjusted, and the pabiic will join 
with usin hoping that thera will 
be no repetition of recent ex- 
periences. : 

As to how the settlement terms 
Compare with. the men's original 
demands and the owners’ firat 
offer, it is a litfle dificult to gay, 
owing to the fact that the per- 
centage basis on which these 
were reckoned has not been 
aniformly followed. So far as 
men earning $10 and less are 
concerned, the men’s demand of 
a 50 per cent, increase (compared 
with the owners” initial offer of 
30 per cent) bas been conceded. 


On the other mea’s wages both 


sides bave made concessions on 
the figures put forward when it 
was agreed to adjust these on & 
flat rate basis. Priortoyesterday’s 
conference, there was a dollar 
difference between the parties, 
and this has been satisfactorily 
arranged by both sides giving 
way fifty cents. As to how the 
agreed increase of $5 for men 
earning more than $10 contrasts 
with the’ percentage suggestions 
previously made we cannot gay; 
it would need @ statistical expert 
to determins that point, we 
should say. However, since both 
Sides. ate apparently satisfied, 
speculation bacomes wunnecee- 
Baty. . 

There will, as we say, be 2 
very general hope that Hongkong 
has seen the last of theae labour 
strikes fora very long time.

SMUGGLING FIREARMS 
INTO SHANGHAL. 


A Growing Menace. 


Recant police court cases, in 
which convictions invariably 
have been recorded, bave proved 
beyond all doubt that the illegal 
jmportation of firearms into the 
port of Shanghai is conducted on 
a large sca'e. In a recent in- 
stance, the offenders were mainly 
members of the’crews of certain 
vessels, which included Ham- 
burg or other German 
ports of call in their 
itinerary. While, as evidenred 
by tbe instance referred’ to, some 
ofthe smugglers have been laid 
by the heels, we have every 


season to believe, from informs-. 


tion.which has been passed to 03, 
that those convicted only con- 
stitute a very small percentage of 
the number actually engzged in 
this nefarious trade. The very 
small fines usually inflicted on 
arms scougglers (by the Japanese 
authorities, for instance) would 
seem, out of all proportion to the 
seriousness of the offence, and 
unless more repressive mothods 
ere adopted in dealiog with this 
class of smuggler, these small 
fines, instead of acting as 
a deterrent, will only encourage 
the offender in subsequent 
transactions of alike nature. Itis 
obvious that with the present 
‘depreciation of the German mark, 
the purchase in Germany of 
firearms sud their disposal in 
Eastern ports constitutes a very 


Jucrative business which sppoare- 


to be well worth therisk to those 
‘go acgaged, when the punishment 
on conviction is generally only 
norninal. 


We are given to auderstand 
that, could certain docketted 
information in the ‘ possession 
of the authorities, with 
reference to the smuggling gf 
firearme into.

Unfortunately, the information 
mentioned is not available for 
jublication ; and we have to de- 
duce more or less from the Press 
reports of the occasional cases 
where the culprits have been 
apprehended, and from private 
information. Apstt from any 
ther issue involved, there 
a slways present the. grave 
janger to the community in 
tha case of despersse  guomen.” 
This was demenstiated recently 
in a vivid manner when an 
American Jady suffered death at 
‘he hands of armed miscreants. 
Cases of robbery where firearms 
are brought into play are general- 
ly admitted to be on the increase, 
and it ig obvious that these bands 
of ermed robbers ¢o mot maou 
facture their own pistols, «hich 
n most cases are of the Mauser 
pattern and imported: It is 
equatly. obvious that if the excel- 
lert efforts of the Maunicipal 
‘Police in ridding the Settle- 
ments of this menace, are not 
to be handicapped, severe pen- 
alties should be imposed when 
the Court of any nationality is 
called upon to deal with any per-
